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REMARKS 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the Examiner's allowance of claims 1-30 

and 33-37. 

The Examiner has issued a final rejection on January 24, 2005, rejecting 
claims 31 and 32. Applicant has canceled these claims and respectfully requests that the 
Examiner enter this Amendment for purposes of placing the Application in condition for 
allowance. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

The Examiner has rejected claims 31 and 32 under the obviousness provisions 
of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,169,497 to 
Robert in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,987,379 to Smith. Applicant has canceled claims 31 and 
32, thus removing the grounds for rejection.
